be 
verified by the oath of said president 
o r m anaging officer and secretary and 
the city clerk shall notify every such 
com pany of such requirem ent.

upon the city cle rk shall collect and 
every com pany is required to pay to 
said clerk the an n u al license Cee of 
ten dollars ($10) for each and every 
e ar operated. 
Any com pany violating 
the provisions of this auction shall up 
on conviction be fined in any sum not 
exceeding fifty dollars ($50), and ten 
dollars ($10) for cai h and every day 
a fte r being notified to so file and pay 
license.”

Outlines His Life’s Work 
and Object. 


AIMS AT INDUSTRIAL PEACE 


Maintains Right of Workmen to Or­ 


ganize and Urges Capital to Deal 


Justly by Labor—Fair Division of 


Profits la Essential. 


Boston, Jan. 23.—Senator M arcuiA. 
Hanna of Ohio contributes to the Feb­ 
ruary number of the National Maga­ 
zine an article on "Socialism and the 
Labor Unions.” It embodies the con- 
elusions drawn by Senator Hanna 
from his experience In business and 
politics and lh a measure outlines his 
life work and Indicates his personal 
ambition. 
Senator Hanna writes: 
“There is no more engrossing ques­ 
tion than that of the relation between 
labor and capital, which seems the 
paramount issue today. 
The instinct 
of workingmen to band together to 
protect themselves is no more to be 
wondered at than the same instinct 
when shown on the part of capita!. 
Now, my plan la to have organized 
union labor Americanized in the be-d 
sense and thoroughly educated to an 
understanding of its responsibilities, 
and in this way to make it the ally of 
the capitalist, rather than a foe with 
which to grapple. 
"It is often asked what is to become 
of the non-organlzed consumer if an 
amicable alliance is made between 
labor and capital. But every man be­ 
longs either to the one or the other 
group—for that matter, he is likely 
to belong to both. 
"I took some time to consider tho 
work of the Civic Federation and arc 
firmly convinced that it is the object 
to which I desire to concentrate the 
remaining years of my life. 
I fully 
appreciate that It is a long struggle, 
but the progress already made under 
the motto of the Civic Federation— 
the golden rule—has surpassed even 
my most sanguine expectations; and 
I am sure that the American people 
will sustain a policy based upon the 
highest moral 
and 
social impulses 
which will eliminate the prejudices 
that now exist between capital and 
labor. 
“Until within a comparatively few 
years big capitalists have had the ad­ 
vantage. because there 
were 
more 
workmen than there was work. 
But 
conditions have changed, and for every 
workman, on an average, there are 
two jobs now in the heyday of ou- 
prosperity, and it is expecting toa 
much of human nature to suppose that 
workingmen shall not desire a larger 
share of the profits. 
"No one who is acquainted with 
union labor for the past five years can 
fall to recognize the wonderful ad­ 
vancement that has been made in con­ 
servative, cool-headed and thoroughly 
practical management of these mas­ 
ters by the workingmen themselves. 
“Labor organizations may be open 
to sharp criticism at times, but it can­ 
not be fairly stated that they are al­ 
ways wrong. If every man is treated 
as a man and an appeal made to his 
heart as well as to his reason, it will 
establish a J>ond of confidence a s a 
sure foundation to build upon. While 
labor unions may have been a curse 
to England, I believe that they will 
prove a boon to our own country when 
a proper basis of confldence and re­ 
spect is established. 
"The menace, as I see It. lathe spread 
of a spirit of socialism, one of those 
things which is only half understood 
and is used to inflame the popular 
mind against all individual In iti at iv e 
and personal energy, which has been 
the very essence of American p r o g ­ 
ress. There is a spirit of co-operation 
or community of interests which some 
people may confound with Socialism, 
that is making headway with us. hut 
when any one attempts, for political 
or financial reasons, to advocate the 
whole program of European Socialism. 
he will find little prospect of the seeds 
taking root in American soil. This, I 
think, was demonstrated very con­ 
clusively In the Ohio campaign, where 
higher socialism was brought forth as 
an issue. 
"Fairness and Justice will 
never 
agree to the confiscation of the prod­ 
ucts of one man's toil in order to in­ 
sure comfort to the Idle and worth­ 
less. No 'ism' is wanted by the Amer­ 
ican people that will take from any 
citizen the just and equitable reward 
of his labor. 
Both capital and labor 
must yield in time to the great law 
of fair dealing, man to man. 
I wish 
I could impress upon every Americ 
the individual responsibility that rests 
upon each one of us. 
Every year of 
experience, every dollar of accumulat­ 
ed capital, every talent we possess 
should be regarded as s stere» charge 
for the good of the natron, to help in 
uniting the interests of rich and t>oor, 
learned and unlearned.” 


JAPANESE ATTACKED. 


Crisis in Korean Capital Is Daily Be­ 
coming More Acute. 
London, Jan. 23.—A dispatch from 
Raoul, Korea, say.* Japanese railway 
men have been attacked by Koreans 
at several points 
along the Seoul* 
Fusan railway and that the Korean 
authorities have been notified that un­ 
less they prevent a recurrence of 
these disorders necessary measures to 
do so will be taken by Japanese 
troops. 
A Shanghai dispatch says: 
"The 
dowager empress of China is alive to 
the peril threatening China as a result 
of the Russo-Japanese crisis and has 
determined to fight for the freedom of 
Manchuria from foreign control.

T he nation has a good corps of con­ 
suls, but th o most of them are men 
without business training. 
They have

facturing and exporting goods to other 
countries. 
O ur consuls a re doing ox- 
••client work, as th eir reports testify. 
Hut Secretary Cortelyou reasons, and 
correctly, that trained experts will see 
many points that do not come under 
tho observation of our consuls; 
and 
would discover m ethods of getting in­ 
to touch with the peculiar demands 
and prejudices of the people of 
each 
country. 
It may be hastily suggested 
th at the governm ent should 
choose 
only business men of training and ex­ 
perience for consular 
positions. 
No 
doubt It would be a good thing; but 
they can not be had. 
A m an with tho 
technical and business knowledge to 
m ake an ideal and m ost effective con­ 
sul can not afford to accept such 
a 
position. 
T h e salary is too small. He 
can do much better, and need not ex­ 
p atriate himself, and drop out of touch 
w ith his business connections, which 
will prove increasingly valuable 
to 
him In tho future.

you’s suggestion should command the 
support of all w ho desire to see our 
foreign tra d e prom oted in the most 
effective and profitable m anner.

wondered a t th a n th e sam e instinct 
when show n on th e p a rt of capital. 
Now, my plan is to h ave organized 
union labor A m ericanized In the hest 
sense and thoroughly educated to an 
understanding o f its responsibilities, 
and in this w ay to m ak e it the ally of 
the capitalist, r a th e r th an a foe with 
which to grapple. 
“ It Is often ask ed w hat Is to become 
of the non-organlzed consum er lf an 
amicable alliance Is m ade between 
labor and capital. 
B ut every man be­ 
longs either to th e one o r the other 
group— for th a t m atter, h e Is likely 
to belong to both. 
I took som e tim e to consider tho 
work of the Civic F ederation and am 
firmly convinced t h a t It Is the object 
to which I desire to concentrate the 
remaining y ears of my life. 
I fully 
appreciate th a t It is a long struggle 
but the progress alread y m ade mule.' 
the motto of the Civic Federation— 
the golden rule— h a s surpassed even 
my most san g u in e expectations; and 
I am Hiire th a t th e A m erican people 
will sustain a policy based upon the 
highest m oral 
and 
social impulses 
which will elim in ate th e prejudices 
that now exist betw een capital and 
labor. 
"Until within a com paratively few 
years big cap italists have had the ad­ 
vantage, because th ere 
were 
more 
workmen th an th e re was work. 
But 
conditions h ave changed, and for every 
workman, on an average, there are 
wo jobs now in th e heyday of ou- 
prosperlty, and it is expecting too 
much of hum an n a tu re to suppose th at 
workingmen shall not desire a larger 
share of the profits. 
“No one who is acquainted with 
union labor for the past five years can 
fall to recognize th e wonderful ad ­ 
vancement th at has been m ade in con­ 
servative, cool-headed and thoroughly 
practical m an a g em e n t of these n i ­ 
ters by the w orkingm en themselves. 
“ Labor organizations m ay be open 
to sharp criticism at times, but it can­ 
not be fairly stated th at they are al­ 
ways wrong. 
If every m an is treated 
as a man and an appeal m ade to his 
h eart as well as to his reason, it will 
establish a ^>ond o f confidence as 
a 
sure foundation to build upon. 
Whilo 
labor unions m ay h ave been a curse 
to England, I believe th at they will 
prove a boon to our own country when 
proper basis of confidence and re­ 
spect 1s established. 
“The menace, as I see it. is th e spread 
of a spirit of socialism, one of those 
things which is only half understood 
and is used to inflame the popular 
mind against all individual initiative 
and personal energy, which has been 
the very essence o f American prog­ 
ress. 
There is a spirit of co-operation 
or community of in terests which some 
people may confound with Socialism, 
that is m aking headw ay with us, but 
when any one attem pts, for political 
or financial reasons, to advocate the 
whole program of E uropean Socialism. 
he will find little prospect of the seeds 
taking root in A m erican soil. This, I 
think, was dem onstrated 
very con­ 
clusively In the Ohio campaign, where 
higher socialism was brought forth as 
an Issue.

A m urder and a suicide suggested 
a bill introduced in 
the 
legislature 
by Senator Pollock, of Stark

T he bill provides that no patient with 
suicidal or homicidal tendencies shall 
be released from state hospitals 
for 
tho insane under bond. 
Of two 
pa 
Hents sim ilarly released from the Mas 
Billon hospital, one com m itted suicide 
and the other killed a relative. 
"The 
m easure is excellent," 
said 
Supt. Howard, of the state 
hospital 
in Newburg. 
"It will cud. if it be­ 
comes a law. the 
whole practice of 
releasing patients under $1,000 bonds 
U nder tho present law, patients with 
suicidal or homicidal tendencies 
are 
released lf relatives or 
friends give 
bonds in th at am ount approved by the 
probate court to assure proper 
care 
O ther patients arc released when con 
valescent 
w ithout 
bonds. 
But 
the 
bondsmen caunot give m urderous 
or 
suicidal insane persons adequate 
at 
tention. 
If th*1 patient kills somebody 
the bond Isn't of much use.

Tuscaloosa, Ala., Jan. 23.—The mo3t 
disastrous cyclone that ever swept 
over this section visited Moundville. 
Ala., a town of 300 inhabitants, 15 
miles south of Tuscaloosa, and as a 
result 37 persons were killed, 5 whites 
and 23 negroes, and more than IOO in­ 
jured. 
Every business house In the 
town, with the exception of a small 
drug store, was completely destroyed. 
Ttf# cycloid struck the town from 
the southwest about I o’clock in the 
morning. 
Its path was a quarter of a 
mile wide right through the town. 
The following is a list of the white 
persons killed:

force of the storm persons were blown 
hundreds o f feet from 
their 
beds 
Through terror a father, mother and 
three children fled from their home to 
seek refuge and fn their excitement 
loft the B-year-old- boy in bed. He was 
found beneath, some timber and thus 
fir it 1s Impossible to Had any other 
member of the family. 
Bedding, carpets and wearing ap­ 
parel are scattered for a distance of 
10 miles through what was a forest, 
but which Is now as clear as if though 
cut by the woodman’s ax. 
Freight cars were torn to splinters, 
the trucks from them being burial 
hundreds of feet from the track. 
The depot, the hotel, 
the 
ware­ 
houses, gins, 30 homes 
and 
many 
stores, together with 
their 
stocks, 
were completely destroyed.

they stood It is impossible to find even 
the pillars upon which these atm 
turns rested.

Indianapolis, Jan. 23.—The comple­ 
tion of the organization of the annuli 
convention of the United Mine Work­ 
ers by the report of the credentials 
committee shows big gains in West 
Virginia and the Pittsburg and Cen­ 
tral Pennsylvania districts. 
A memorial addressed to the Ameri 
can Federation of Labor requesting P 
to require legislation in all trades 
unions eliminating the "color line” 
was adopted. 
Members of the executive commit­ 
tee say the committee will levy on the 
entire membership an increased per 
capita strike assessment for the sui) 
port and prosecution of the strikes 
Colorado, West Virginia and in the 
Meyersdale district in Pennsylvania. 
There Is at present a per capita strike 
assessment of IO cents a month. This, 
‘according to the executive committee­ 
men, will probably be Increased to 2“ 
cents a month per capita. 
On the 
present paying membership this as 
sessment would raise $75,000 a month 
It was decided to send two dele­ 
gates to the international mining con­ 
gress at Paris in May. Patrick Dolan 
of Pennsylvania said his district was 
opposed to the 
recommendation of 
President Mitchell prohibiting the em. 
ployraent of boys under 16 in the 
mines. His address was answered by 
John Fahy of the anthracite district, 
who denounced the practice of em­ 
ploying boys “that a few paltry dol­ 
lars might be added to the wages of
